The Prophetie Value of Mooes 
In the* record of the life and work 
of Moses we have a most excellent il­ 
lustrative example of all the elements 
that enter into tin* better understand­ 
ing of prophecy when defined not as 
mere* prediction, human genius or di- 
vim* inspiration, hut religious instrue- 
I ion. 
In the* very beginning of his life* 
the* supernatural element 
is 
clearly 
scon in God's protecting care. 
Left hv 
his mother to drift and possibly drown 
in tIn* river, he* was readied and edu­ 
cated by the daughter of the very 
princ e* who was attempting to blot out 
ttic* Hebrew nation by killing all tlielr 
1 tables. 
The climax of It is heathen training 
brought a consciousness of his human 
power or ho ealled genius and furnish­ 
es a background for tlu* subsequent di­ 
vine call at tlu* burning hush. 
If eith­ 
er the divine or tIk* human element 
had been left out Moses would never 
have become the prophet of Cod us vve 
know him today. 
In any well balanc­ 
ed life both the human and the* divine 
elements 
complement 
each 
other. 
However, in tin» real prophets of God 
these overlapping elements are much 
more highly developed than 
in 
the 
mil S80H. 
Moses, hc'ing what we would call a 
genius, surrendered his genius 
com­ 
pletely to the divine element at the 
burning hush. 
Ever thereafter Moses 
was indeed a mouth-piece for God, His 
will was completely controlled by God 
alt ho the human element was not de­ 
stroyed or even discounted Dut was 
being constantly utilized by God. Thus 
Moses reached a rare altitude of per­ 
sonality. 
No nobler, higher type of 
prophetic usefulness was ever reach­ 
ed before his day and tin* highest com­ 
pliment ever paid him by tlu* almighty 
God Himself was that found in Ilis 
promise to raise* up another prophet 
“like* unto Moses,” thus placing him 
in the same class with Him who died 
for our sing, even Jesus. 
From that high altitude and station 
Moses was aide to do much more than 
merely foretell coming events*; every 
word In* utters after his surrender at 
the 
hush 
is 
surcharged 
with 
the 
breath and authority of God Himself. 
In tliis attitude his predictions were 
not only literally fulfilled In lii> day 
but supply us moderns with rich re­ 
sources 
in Hu* field of r el i g i o u s in­ 
struction. 
For example God predicted 
through Moses that Pharaoh's heart 
would is* hardened. 
At lc*asi t.*u t(if- 
predietion was liter­ 
ally fulfilled 
Under tin 
the plagues Pharaoh agreed to releast 
the* Hebrew captives; as soon ,|s the 
pressure was removed Pharaoh wa- 
as stubborn, sassy, and hard hearted 
as ever. 
In a similar manner most of 
us moderns are willing to let 
God 
have His own way with Us as long a< 
wc* are under the pressure o f suffer­ 
ing. hut the* moment such pressure is 
removed we grow indifferent to Him, 
ami the* people s Heeds about tis. 
The author of the* letter to the He­ 
brews sums ii all up in these* words; 
"Moses w a 
indeed faithful in all his 
house, ;i> a 
s«*i \ int. ( i.e. a |U'ophe*t I for ft 
testimony of those things which were
